the sensations of the body are carried beyond die 
line of discreet sobriety and self-possession. As 
united with the artificially stimulated jiotly, die 
soul becomes injuriously excited. It is, it. de¬ 
praved mankind, the love of this extraordinary 
excitement, which gives invented stimulants their 
pestilent power. 

Among the causes of such fascinating, but ru¬ 
inous excitement, alcohol occupies, unquestiona¬ 
bly, the first, the most influential, and most mis¬ 
ery-producing station. 

Alcohol is that in liquor, which if swallowed, 
intoxicates both the body and the soul. Tn com¬ 
mon speech it is called spirit. Every percepti¬ 
ble effec t produced hy the drinking of this spirit 
deserves to be denominated intoxication. For the 
discerning observer perceives plainly, that your 
system, bodily and mental, is poisoned. Your 
animal sensations are improperly aroused and 
quickened. Your mental passions are rendered 
proportionally unmanageable. Your perceptions 
of important truth, and especially of realities mor¬ 
al and spiritual, nre hurried and confused. The 
profitable operations of your conscience in self- 
inspection and in the application of divine in¬ 
struction, are embarrassed. Yonr affectious are 
turned away from the high and holy objects of 
Christian fhith and improvement. 

By the fermentation of vegetable juices, and of 
• mixtures by art, alcohol is made. Real wine is 
the juice of grapes. The fermentation of wine j 
creates within it, of course, the spirit which if 
drank produces intoxication. Fermented wine is, 
therefore, alcoholic. Wine that is alcoholic, can, 
rn millions of instances it does, put ill motion the 
primary steps, taken ultimately by intemperance, 
in the way leading down to death, temporal and 
eternal. 

The drinking of alcoholic liquor always ex¬ 
poses its victims lo sink into drunkenness. But 
never did Christ, either by command or example, 
authorize his disciples to remember him hy drink¬ 
ing that which can make drunkards. Rather, his 
testimony is uniform, solemn, peremptory, deci¬ 
sive, against every form and degree of such ir¬ 
rational and deadly excitement. 

Equally positive, absolute and obligatory, are 
his orders requiring his churches, wherever lo¬ 
cated, to avoid most scrupulously and conscien¬ 
tiously, not only the reality, but, as the witnessing 
World will see, and judge, and infer, even “the 
appearance of evil.” 

Wine objectionable. Wine being thus by 
the constitutional operations of the material sys¬ 
tem, impregnated with alcohol, ought to be whol¬ 
ly excluded from the sacramental ordinance. The 
reason is too plain to he easily misapprehended. 
No artificial excitement can ever be needed in 
that precious solemnity. It is signally and pre¬ 
eminently out of place there, it cannot be aux¬ 
iliary to the soul’s advancement in divine faith and 
love. Such advancement is, however, prominent 
among die spiritual and sublime enjoyments in¬ 
tended by the institution. For the weightiest 
reasons, then, it should be true—by the obser¬ 
ving world it should be known as true, that the 
cup received in the divinely instituted memorial 
«*f Christ, contains nothing spirituous. This is 
beyond doubt, one indispensnble branch of testi¬ 
mony, which the churches, wherever they are, 
should feel bound to present in support of per¬ 
fect temperance. 

The belief, on recent and invincible convic¬ 
tion, is now rapidly, widely and happily extend¬ 
ing, that neither distillers, nor sellers, nor drink¬ 
ers of ardent spirit can with propriety he received 
as members of the Christian church. But -this 
very spirit, basely disguised indeed and decep¬ 
tively called wine, constitutes the sacramental eup, 
and is taken as a religious duty at the holy table 
of the Lord. Humiliating truly, it must lie, there¬ 
fore, to know that the infinitely glorious Savior’s 
professed disciples and friends do, though unin¬ 
tentionally, encourage intemperance as often as 
they commemorate his dying sufferings and 
love. Observers, too, who do not by any profes¬ 
sion claim to be separate from an impious world, 
know that the liquid which you take, supposing 
it to be wine, comes deeply charged with ardent 
spirit. The abettors of strong drink are certain 
that no great quamity of the very drink they see 
you religiously swallowing, would be requisite 
to produce dead drunkenness. 

In this connection it occurs to ask with sad¬ 
ness and trembling—Is not much of the edifica¬ 
tion, thought to be enjoyed by heavenly smiles on 
sacramental seasons, mere animat feeling, excited 
by the ardent spirit which this loathsome and 
pulsive drink contains? 

Never, therefore, can the obligation of the 
churches lie annihilated. From this delightful 
memorial of the sinner’s only good hope, alcohol¬ 
ic drink of every sort and name should he entire¬ 
ly excluded. Hi appy, moreover, would it be foi 
the promotion of the best cause, if the churches, 
wherever they are certain of having real wine 
would with conscientious strictness, limit them¬ 
selves to the pure juice of the grape as it co 
direct, new and un fermented from the press. 

You have certainty, however, that this rule— 
unexceptionable as far as it can be applied—is 
not practicable but with a small portion of Chris¬ 
tendom. To a vast majority, geographical loca¬ 
tion, forming climate and temperature, renders an 
adherence impossible. Soil and seasons forbid 
the successful cultivation of the wine-producing 
grape, excepting in comparatively small districts. 

Other articles of drink —ij absolutely u- 
fermented and pure, may—for ought that appears

portions of this globe, these drinks are not obtain¬ 
able, in the unconlaminated and harmless condi¬ 
tion necessary for the most profitable celebration 
of the Lord’s supper. The laws by which infi¬ 
nite power, and wisdom, and goodness, control 
the material system, confine their production to 
limited latitudes, soil and temperature. The 
counsels of Providence, regulating in detail the 
uncounted varieties of the vegetable kingdom, 
are immutable, like those establishing “ day and 
night, summer and winter, seed-time and harvest.” 
The decree is equally unchangeable, you are as¬ 
sured, and its execution inevitably certain; by 
which flic transportation of vegetable liquors any 
great distances is rendered impossible, either by 
land or water, without causing that fermentation 
which produces intoxicating spirit. 

The sacrament of the Lord's supper was institu¬ 
ted for universal use, and by divine authority, 
made obligatory upon every true friend of Christ. 
—From this fact, the only fair conclusion, touch¬ 
ing the subject here considered, is plain. It can¬ 
not be set aside. The symbol necessary for a 
correct and edifying celebration of the ordinance 
every part of the world, must be obtainable as 
extensively as any branches of the human family 
shall ever be found resident. 

Christians, guided by the revealed and infalli- 
ile determinations of the infinite mind, do confi¬ 
dently trust, that churches will yet, and ere long, 
be planted, and will flourish on every spot of 
earth which ahall he found capable of sustaining 
the society of mankind. Everywhere, therefore, 
Hie means of obediently observing this blessed 
memorial will be needed and indispensable. If, 
however, you claim that “ the fruit of the vine,” 
literally understood, whether alcoholic or unftr- 
mented, is essential to the proper celebration of 
the commemorating sacrament, you require for 
many parts of the world, an impossibility. 

Christ, in the gospel, teaches the only religion 
which prepares a sinner to be forgiven, and saved 
from endless indignation. Of this religion, two 
special rites arc, by his own statutes, to be sacra¬ 
mentally celebrated. These are, baptism and the 
inorial now under consideration. Both are, 
every circumstance, symbolical. Their ex- 
.. .me simplicity harmonises perfectly with the 
divine directions by which they were enjoined. 
This harmonising simplicity contains proof that 
they were designed to bear the soul nway, in faith, 
from earth to heaven—from objects created and 
perishing, to Christ and salvation. 

Of.the two material symbols employed by di¬ 
vine example and command, a drinkable liquid is 
one.—Of the liquids known upon earth, as com¬ 
pletely free from alcohol, you cannot name more 
than one that is universally attainable. It may be 
thought needless to name WATER, as constitu¬ 
ting that one.

3. Rev. Mr. Clark of Berlin read a dissertation 
i the importance of systematizing divine truth in 
the instruction of the Sabbath school. He spoke of | 
the necessity of more systematic, doctrinal know¬ 
ledge In our churches and Sabbath schools; of 
having more elementary books in , our Sabbath 
school libraries;—and concluded by recommend¬ 
ing tbe introduction of the Westminster catechism 
Sabbath schools. After considerable 
discussion, the subject of the catechism was 
referred to a committee, to report subsequently. 
The committee consisted of Rev. Messrs Follett, 
Clark and Demon. On Thursday morning, the 
committee reported a resolution, recommending 
the introduction of the catechism into the schools, 
henever and in such n manner as the pastor, 
Sabbath school superintendant, and teachers, 
thought best. 

In the protracted discussion which took place, 
there was a general agreement respecting the ex¬ 
cellence of the catechism as embracing the best syn- 
of the doctrines of the gospel, of any work 
extant, and more satisfactory to the orthodox 
churches, than auy one which could now be pre¬ 
pared. There was also an agreement, with regard 
the importance of having our churches and 
Sabbath school scholars more thoroughly indoc¬ 
trinated in the fundamental truths of the gospel. 

The only ground of debate was, the expediency 
of introducing the catechism in .the place of the 
Bible, and whether it was not commencing the 
remedy in a wrong place, by attempting to indoc¬ 
trinate the children, while the church and tbe 
teachers are themselves so deficient in systemat- 
doctrinal knowledge. 

Mr. Trask spoke of the lamentable deficiency 
of a systematic knowledge of the Bible, prevalent 
our churches, and the importance of taking effi- 
ent measures to remove the evil. 

Mr. Fay of Northborough,—the father of Rev. 
Dr. Fay, &c. and the grandfather of his pastor, 
’ho has been three years connected with the Sab¬ 
bath school, aud is now, in his 79th year, super- 
intendant,—spoke of the benefit which the knowl¬ 
edge of the catechism he had learned in early Ife, 
had been to him, through the many years of his 
pilgrimage, 

Deacon Fay, his son, of Berlin, also alluded 
the benefits he had derived from reciting the cat 
cliism and having other systematic religious in¬ 
struction in his father’s family, while young, and of] 
the need of similar instructions in families and 
Sabbath schools at the present day. 

~~ r. Shepard thought too much importance was 
i to the catechism in the convention; and that 
systematic knowledge might be obtained and com¬ 
municated-as well from some other book as the 
catechism. The same doctrines may be taught, 
and he supposed were now taught, by Sabbath 
school teachers, directly from the Bible, in a more 
simple and intelligent way than they were 
formerly taught from the catechism. 

Rev, Mr. Fay said, he presumed all the. clergy 
ere convinced that our church members, and 
young persons who apply for admission to 
churches, are lamentably deficient in systematic 
doctrinal knowledge; and that itis necessary to 
return to the practice of our fathers, and make use 
of the catechism as fornferly. 

Rev. Mr. Follett was of the same opinion; and 
stated facts in proof of his declarations. 

Rev. Mr Demon also advocated the introduc¬ 
tion of the catechism. 

Mr. Porter spoke of the children of parents 
who do not believe in orthodoxy, and would not 
have permitted their children to enter the school 
had the pledge not been given that the Bible only 
was te be the text book. He thought too that if] 
the children were to carry home tbe catechism, 
their parents would be displeased, and in many in¬ 
stances, would take them from the school. Mr. 
P. was much iu favor of introducing the cat¬ 
echism into the churches and families, and of hav¬ 
ing the pastor use his influence to produce 
rusal and study ; but thought it was out of place 
to introduce it into the schools. 

Mr. Bullard replied, that the same objection 
mightbe brought against preaching the fundamen¬ 
tal doctrines of the gospel in orthodox churches. 

Mr. Wilder said, this is a subject which requires 
careful examination before we act. We ought to 
look at it in all its important bearings. The great 
inquiry should be, if we pass this resolution, will 
it be likely to produce harmony in our churches. 
We know there is new a difference of sentiment 
among our pastors, churches, and Sabbath school 
teachers, which has chiefly grown out of this cate¬ 
chism. Now if we pass this resolution recom¬ 
mending the introduction of the catechism 
our schools, and a majority act accordingly, 
not there be a division betweeu the members of 
the church, or between the pastor, the -church 
and the Sabbath school ? Is it best for to give oea- 
sion to such divisions ? 

The pastor should be better indoctrinated,—the 
church should be better indoctrinated,—the Sab¬ 


bath school superintendant and teachers should 
be better indoctrinated. They will be indoctrin¬ 
ated in some manner; and efforts should be made 
to have it rightly done. We are agreed on the 
general subject; but how shall we effect our ob¬ 
ject ? It appears to me, we are beginning at the 
wrong end. The doctrines should be first thor- 
jhly inwrought into the ministry; then into the 
church; and then into the Sabbath school. 

If we are going to introduce the catechism into 
our Sabbath schools, it is best that the ministers 
understand it first. To say the least, its phrase¬ 
ology is objectionable, aud liable to misapprehen¬ 
sion. Most of our religious controversies have 
grown out of tbe catechism. Cfoe of the greatest 
theologians of this or any other country, has been 
obliged to spend months in preparing himself for 
trial, and a week in the examination and defence, 
to prove that his views of doctrine are consistent 
with the declarations of the catechism. He (Mr. 
W.) considered it more difficult to prove the con¬ 
sistency of some fundamental doctrines with the 
answers in the catechism, than to prove the doc¬ 
trines themselves. This the trial of Dr. Beecher 
abundantly proves. 

It is plain that the phraseology of the catechism 
will be differently understood. Its tendency " 
embarrass and turn away the attention from the 
great doctrines and duties of religion, to speculation 
and division. Had we not, then, better pause he¬ 
re we take this step ? 

Rev. Mr. Lee said, it is evident to us all that w 
want more systematic knowledge of thej Bible i 
our churches. He was happy to find the ministers 
becoming so well agreed as to the great doc- 
i inculcated in the catechism. On the doc¬ 
trine of originalsin, for in stance, as now explained, 
and as it supposed the Westminster Assembly in¬ 
tended to be understood, he was happy to find so 
general an agreement. It is only necessary, he 
persuaded, that ministers understand 
another on these heretofore disputed points, to pro¬ 
duce union of sentiment. 

The catechism, he well knew, had been put ii 
the place of the Bible. When this evil was dis¬ 
covered, we went to the other extreme, and dis¬ 
carded it altogether. We now feel the need of] 
something of the kind. He was persuaded that 
no system of doctrines could be framed to give 
general satisfaction as the catechism. We only 
need now to guard against vibrating back 
other extreme. Let us not substitute the catechism 
the place of the Bible ; but as it is,an auxiliary to 
the study of the Bible. If we look at the 

:e astronomy and admire the works of | 
God, but we need some guide,- some text book, 
enable us to study the science.. * 

Rev. Mr. FollEt was aware of difficulties in tl 
way of tbe introduction of the catechism into p 
Sabbath schools. For instance,he had in his school 
aclass of young men, into which he’should regard 
highly inexpedient to introduce the catechism. 
He therefore moved to lay the subject on the table, 
with the understanding that it be taken up at the 
3Xt session of the conference. 

Deacon Fiske thought the catechism was the 
foundation of theological disputes, and it was 
therefore best not to meddle with it in such a public 
body. He thought too much importance had been 
attached to it; that it had sometimes been put ii 
the place of the word of God. The first question 
was, have all the clergy examined it, are they a- 
greed ? Until such is the case, he thought we bad 
better do nothing about it. 

r.——of Hopkinton, alluded to the fact, that 
Sabbath school scholars are many of them 
from families of various religious denominations. 
He thought it important lhat we do nothing which 
will make them disaffected with-tbe school, or lead 
them to believe we wish to make their children 
sectarian instead of Bible Christians.

He thought the regula¬ 
tion or abolition of slavery within the exclusive care 
of the slave-holding states.—He saw no good that 
could result from agitating and inflaming the public 
mind at the North on this solemn and delicate sub 
ject; not if the excitement pervaded every section 
and state on this side of the Potomac.

By such a course you might bind the cords of the

his emancipation nor the improvement of his condi¬ 
tion. Fear never constrained a man to loosen bis 
grasp on the victim of his oppression, while that vic¬ 
tim was in his power. If an insurrection should 
take place among the slaves, should we noj. in obedi¬ 
ence to the constitution, be ready for the call—aye, 
go forward to meet our brethren, and die in the de¬ 
fence of those whose blood is our blood—whose cause 
is our cause ? 

Mr. Sprague denounced in strong language the 
course pursued by the abolitionists. He desired to 
■do tile in no injustice. They professed a wish not to 
■compel, but to persuade ; though their course was 
calculated for any thing rather than persuasion.
